| | | September 23rd, 1945. 
My Dear Friends of Western China, 
Before saying anything else, I must apologise for my long silence. _ 
The reason is two-fold. First, without an English secretary and with 
work piling up as it has, particularly in war-time, however much I 
have tried it has not seemed possible to get down to writing to my 
English friends. Secondly, workers in the whole Diocese have been 
~ working hard these eight years of war, but there has been little to give 
rise to.any excitement, and you know the spiritual value -of pure 
routine; while it is very important and vitally necessary in life, it is 
very hard to describe with pen and ink. However, my heart and my 
_ prayers have been always with you, and as I close my eyes I can 
_ visualise all of you, although we have not seen each other for such a © 
long time. I feel sure that some of you have already met Bishop 
_ Maxwell, my assjstant, and he has, told you something about myself, 
my family, and the actual conditions and development of this Diocese. 
Now I am very -fortunate, Miss Nash has kindly given me an hour | 
this afternoon for taking down my letters, and this gives me the 
chance of sitting down and having a talk with you. ) 
- First of all, I want to say how very grateful not only myself and 
family, but this whole Diocese, are to you for the solid help and sup- 
port you have given, and for your prayers for the Diocese, and for 
us all, these last eight years. Now we have got the victory at last; 
truth has conquered falsehood, light has conquered darkness, demo- 
_ eracy has conquered imperialism; justice and righteousness have at last 
~“ defeated injustice and cruelty. It was truly very exciting when the ~ 
» good news came; a lot of people simply jumped for joy. Of course 
~ we do realise that there are still very many problems that we have to 
maaece, and mountains of difficulties to climb; but we are most grateful — 
mo you all, and to your noble country, for the solid help, especially in 
the last two years, which your country has given to us. We feel that | 
you and we are drawn ever closer together in thé true brotherhood of 
Peoples. Your trials are our trials, your difficulties are our difficulties, 
your successes are our successes; the world is getting smaller and 
smaller every day, and we cannot but shake hands with each other and 
me br Others if we are truly looking into the far future for a long . 
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_ As I have not kept in touch with you by pen and ink for so long, 
I think perhaps you will be interested to know something about my- 
self and my family, and our personal life, in the last few years. May 
I be brave and tell you that ever since my family moved out to the © 
country to the little place called So Pao Chiao, we had a few small 
‘rooms on the farm: which was bought by my father years ago. It is a 
quiet place; a river flows at the back of our little house and a big yard 
is in the front. There are plenty of bamboos and trees planted thére. | 
It is perfectly quiet and a good spot for reading and meditation. The 
result was that I could devote several hours a day to digging into the 
scriptures and other things. I think you all know that exposition of © 
the Old and New Testaments by Matthew Henry; it is in six volumes. 
I took the opportunity to read and appreciate four and a half volumes _ 
before moving into the city. I have found this book to be full of meat 
-and drink, and it is a great help to me in approaching Christ. Then 
there are several big volumes of other English books which I read 
_ Over, and then several hundreds of volumes of Chinese books, along 


the line of ethics, history, philosophy, poems and literature of all 


sorts, which have been a great source of experience and help to me. 


-Now that we have been back at Pi Fang Kai already about a year, I 
- am continually digging into the last volume and a half of Matthew 
_- Henry, and other things. I do believe that a preacher must be a hard 
reader and thinker if he is to have fresh things. to tell his people from 
the word of God. His life is so busy every day; and I have found that 
the only quiet time that one can be sure of without interruptions is 
one and a half hours before the dawn. It is a blessed time, in which 
_ there is no noise, no interruption, and certainly no knock at the door. 
You can kneel down before the Lord and listen to His still small voice, 
and pour out your heart to Him, and read and digest His Word, and 
feel His presence; deep down in your soul, you cannot but feel it is _ 
good to be here. But of course, the one and a half hours fly away 
very quickly, and as soon as day. dawns, life starts, and you are likely 
_ to be interrupted. So in the early morning, after washing, etc., We — 
have breakfast, and after breakfast we have family prayers. Then I 
must give myself to the daily task. There is nothing definite that] can 
tell-you about. Sometimes 10, 20 or 30 guests come; in other words 
just a string of people calling, one after another, from early morning ~ 
till late at night, without much break. At other times one is left to 
tackle one’s many letters that need immediate replies, and telegrams 
and so on. At other times we are called to attend conferences, meet- - 
ings, making speeches and giving lectures of some sort somewhere, 


and at still other times one is called on to sympathise with some SB iy 
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friends, known or unknown; their family difficulties, their trials and 
troubles; and such personal work takes very long indeed. You can’t 
look at your watch when your friend is pouring out his heart to you. 
Sometimes one conversation, if it is going to do much good to the 
needy friend, takes two or three hours. Sometimes, of course, one 
can snatch an hour or half-an-hour to do a little extra reading to 
refresh one’s own mind. In the evening I always take half-an-hour, 
sometimes an hour, to pray over things which have happened to me 
during the day, and to ask God’s forgiveness and strength to go on 
the next day, before going to bed. Sometimes it is about eleven o’clock 
at night, sometimes a little later, but apis I get to bed before 
twelve. 
Of course it is vitally important for me to keep in touch with the 
Chinese workers throughout the Diocese, in guiding them concerning © 
their affairs, and helping them in their trials and difficulties, and this, 
too, naturally takes a lot of time. « 
Well, so much about my personal life. About my family, my 
wife unfortunately, during these years of work. especially, is always 
tired, and drags on; but thank the Lord she is enabled to drag on, 
because so many of our friends and relatives have already been 
dragged on to the next world. She has less quiet time than I have, 


because in nature she is the Martha type and it is very difficult for her _ 


to sit quietly for half-an-hour meditating about her Lord, although she 

does love Him dearly. . . . Our first daughter, of course, has married 

Dr. Chang, the superintendent of the Mienchu Hospital. She is not 
very strong, but has been kept very busy in the Hospital. . 


Adelaide, our second daughter, has married Dr. Du, who 


specialises in Child Welfare. He has very many patients, mostly child- - 


ren, every day. He is the Superintendent of the Children’s Department 


of the newly-built hospital on the West China Union University cam- 


pus. . . . Adelaide is a jolly child, and it takes a great deal to offend 


her. ‘She i is a pretty endurable singer and foves music, and was trained 


under Mrs. Anderson and Dr. Agnew for some time; so every now 
and then she helps in the Church services or sings in the home. . 


Alice is our darling child . . . she was the only child who had 
. enough milk from her mother when she was a baby, al] the other 
— children unfortunately were helped by wet nurses, and that does make | 
adifference. She is 21 years old now and is working in the museum at 
e West China Union University. She is mild and gentle and 
lent in many ways except one, that is the marriage question. . . . 

“rt flancé is a dentist, a native of Peking; so you see three of our 
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sons-in-law are medical people, not by our. own choice, but it just hap- 

‘pened that way—the choice belongs to the children. © ee 

- Qur fourth daughter is called Diana—a little monkey, full of life 
and mischief. . . . She reads English literature, to my great delight. 


She is specialising in the English department at the W.C.U.U. and this — 


is her last year. I hope, when she graduates from the U.U., she will 
be led to appreciate some of the good things of her own nation, be- 
cause her ambition is to become a translator of these two languages, 
both from Chinese to English and from English to Chinese. Unless she 


is well-versed in things Chinese, she can hardly accomplish that — 


Our first boy, whose name is Su Wha, is now in Yenching Univer- 


sity, in his last college year. He is a hard-working boy, not very 


brilliant. He likes history, and is now specialising in sociology and . 


economics. He is living in our house, a help and comfort to us, and 
takes his lessons at the college every day. We hope and pray that he 
will be led by the Holy Spirit to give his life to God. _ | 

- Our second boy, Su Lin, is not a student. He likes to do business, 


so he is learning a trade in one of the big companies in the city called 


The National Goods Company. He is neither brilliant nor studious in 
the way of books, but he is all right on the business and commercial 
side; so against our wish we have to allow him to take that course 
and see what will happen in the future. He is fifteen years old now. 


Our little boy, the last of all, is called Su Jey. He is in the Lower 


Middle School at present; rather feeble in health, very skilful indeed 
-at handwork, but he is not brilliant at books. We do not yet know 


what his future will be. 
As children are God’s trust, we-are trying to do all we can to help 


‘ « them to get a good education, and if possible a Christian education, 


but to our great regret we have a long, long way to go, both in regard 
to education, and especially Christian education. So much for our 

. Now let me tell you something else, in connection with Szechwan 

(Govt.) University. It is one of the biggest universities in the provinces 

and has about 4,000 students and several hundred faculty members. 

The Lord has graciously opened the door for me to teach in that 

University for the sake of influencing the students for Christ. I have 

been teaching in that college for more than ten years. During the war 

it was moved to Mount Omei, where naturally I could not go on 


account of my other duties. Last year the college moved back to 
-Chengtu and I was invited again to help. . .. I get to know the 


_ Students pretty well, so every now and then I have the opportunity. of 
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inviting them to come to me, and that gives me a great sens of in- 
- troducing them to Jesus Christ, Who is the Abundant Life. We have 
Bible classes here on Sundays as a result of this teaching, and another 
very encouraging thing is that there is a Christian Fellowship in the 
college with students from all over China joining it. There are about 
80 members, very keen for Christ, and they have all kinds of activities. 
; They meet once a week, on Sunday afternoons, for worship and ser- 
- vice, and they invite different Christian speakers to address them. 
_ They also have other meetings on weekdays, and with all this one’s 
teaching in that college is very worth while, though of course it does 
_ keep one exceedingly busy. | 
During the last few years I have been grateful to have Alec 
Maxwell as my Assistant Bishop, to go around the Diocese. He is young ~ 
and has a bike, so he can get about more easily than I. He is very 
_ keen to get in touch with the churches, and they appreciate his work 
. very much. Each time he-came back from a visit he would report on 
it to me and we would discuss any problems that needed to be faced. 


- Before going on to other things I must assure you that our 
workers in other stations and districts are steadily working and we 
have regular progress from month to month. For example, we have 
newly got a man, an intelligent official from Honan province, who has 
gone to Chongkiang and attended our church, enjoying the friendship 


_ and fellowship of Miss Elder and Pastor Lin Tsen-chi. The result is 


that his faith was greatly strengthened, and he has decided to give up 
his official career in order to bear witness for the Lord. Now he has 
entered the Theological College in Chengtu to prepare himself. In the 
/country districts, people are attending the services quite nicely; some — 
of them are very dear people with simple hearts and a simple faith in 
Jesus Christ, Who means very much to them. It is very stimulating 
to worship with them in their homes and to see the power of God’s 
‘Word working there. | 
. I must not finish this letter without telling you something about | 
the hospital at Mienchu, which is full of possibilities ; but, at the same - 
time, it has been, and always is, a nest of problems. Dr. Chang, the 
Superintendent, has worked very hard indeed in this hospital for the 
last few years; he has put it in a very good condition financially, and 
it is now well stocked with supplies. He is a very keen doctor and 
— loves his patients, but of course he is young and sometimes easily gets 
_ ©xcited. He is now facing an insoluble problem: he is left single- 
~ handed j in that big hospital with no other doctor to help him. He has |

his ake that two of them are slinninis to go back to Nanking very 
~ goon. * Dr. Chang is expecting Bea Jackman to return soon, and they 
need one or two doctors very much indeed... . . Most doctors con- 
- gider Mienchu a backwater, and therefore do not want to work there 
and of course, from the medical point of view, I suppose it is difficult 
to make much progress in an outstation hospital like that. When Dr. 
_ Chang gets moods of depression he usually rushes into Chengtu: and 
We have long talks about things, but alas! I am no medical doctor, but 
‘a layman. All I can do is to be sympathetic with him and help him 
- to face things as they are and face the futare brightly—in other words, 
to inject a few spiritual doses into his mind and will, which, as a rule, 
helps him to go on for a few weeks more. But this treatment will not 
last long! so the great need of the ‘hospital is for doctors, new recruits 
to come out as soon as possible to supply this station. Of course, Dr. | 
Chang understands that he is going to England for further study after 
~ his five years of faithful service in Mienchu. Now we are very grate- 
ful to have Miss Nash with us, as her heart is in the hospital, and I 
think we shall arrange for her to go to Mienchu to see the hospital 
shortly; then she can explore the possibilities and the difficulties in 
connection with that institution. We hope very much that her future 
will be in this Diocese. We all like her and think she is the right sort. 
Now we are about to have a splash in Chengtu. When I was in 
_ Sydney I invited the Arehbishop and Mrs. Mowll to come out and 
pay us a visit as soon as the war was over. They promised me to do 
so; and now, from October 14th to 22nd, the Eastern Diocese is going 
_ to have their 50th anniversary. Bishop Ku has written to invite the 
Archbishop and Mrs. Mowll to attend their celebrations, and I have 
also telegraphed to them. .Now their reply is that they are coming . 
and our diocese, of course, will take the opportunity of having our 
diocesan 50th anniversary, the C.M.S. 55th anniversary, and celebra-— 
tions for victory—all in one day! ... All our pastors and Evangelists 
and one representative from the laymen of each district are invited to 
attend these meetings. The Mowlls will also be able to address the 
five Universities and Chuan Ta (the Government University), and we 
are going to arrange a tea party for them to meet all kinds and sorts 
of people. So just now we are in the midst of all these preparations— 
and I suppose I have tired you enough with this long letter; but I hope 
_ it may-make up a little for my long absence from you. ‘ — |

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LETTER FROM ARCHBISHOP MOWLL. 
“October Ist, 1945. 


: My Dear Miss. Hughes-Hallett, 
- [| must send you a line for the Diocesan magazine on the first lap 


of our return journey to West China so that our many colleagues and 
. friends may share our joy and realise—if words were necessary—how 
-.much they will all be in our thoughts and prayers, with thanksgiving! 


It has all been’ so sudden that we still cannot believe that we are — 


really on our way back. A month ago it had never entered into our 
. thoughts or plans! Then a cable came from Bp. Song on behalf of 
-Bp. Ku urging me to be present at the Jubilee of the Diocese on 
.October 18th. The request of the two Chinese Bishops and the oc- 
casion with all its memories, as well as the opportunity to pay the visit 
so soon after tHe cessation of hostilities was very appealing; but we did 
not see how it could possibly be arranged. However, the C.MS. 
. Federal Council was in session and eagerly took up the suggestion, 
urging me to go with Dorothy, and offered to underwrite the expense > 
-up to £500. I had been laid up with a kind of lumbago for three 
weeks and the doctor thought that if I could travel comfortably (!) it 
was the. very best thing to complete the cure. Then the Royal Navy — 
stepped in to help, as it has so often done in the past, and they under- 
- took to take us to Hongkong and fly us in to Chungking, and to bring © 
_ us back in the same way. It had to be kept very “hush hush ” till all. 
the signals were received to say that permission was granted; so, with- | 
out being able to rue work in Sydney or to announce my de- 
' parture, except to the Standing Committee of the Diocese, we slipped 
quietly out of Sydney Harbour last Wednesday morning. We could | 
not be travelling more comfortably, for the Captain has most kindly i 
- given up his cabin and sitting-room to us. — 
- We had another cable from Bp. Song the day before we left to 
-say how delighted they were that we were coming, and that Jubilee 
celebrations would be arranged at Chengtu as well as at Paoning. We 
have told him that we expect to be able to stay about three weeks, as 
we. plan to be back in Sydney for various: engagements on November 
28th.’ I shall, of se, try to write a full description of all that we 
- see and do. It will be so wonderful to see all the Chinese again, and 
how we shall “ reminisce ”! _ All the arrangements have been made so 
_casily—and so unexpectedly—that we wait with expectation to see the 
“Unfolding of the purpose for this trip being permitted at a time like 
this. I know all the West China fafnily will help us by their prayers.

WEST CHINA’ DIOCESAN JUBILEE. 
_ THE VISIT OF ARCHBISHOP AND MRS. MOWLL. 


We can perhaps best summarise the visit of Archbishop and Mrs. 
Mowll to West China on the occasion of the Jubilee of the old Diocese 
of West China by making three quotations—one from Confucius, one. 
from Chinese proverbs and one froni the Bible. “ Is it not delightful 
when friends come from far?” “At home it is always pleasant, but 
to travel is always difficult.” “The Lord hath done great things for . 


whereof we are glad.” | : 
The last of these quotations was the reason for our meetings, as. 
well as being the keynote of the various talks and discussions. Many 


times in recent years we had discussed in Synod whether we could pos- 
sibly make the necessary arrangements for celebrating the beginning 
of the work of the Church Missionary Society in Western Szechwan. 

The true Jubilee year came and went with the war in full swing and © 


we decided that any celebrations would have to wait until peace was 


Slowly we watched 1945 come round and with it the idea that we 


ought, if possible, to celebrate the 50th anniversary of the founding _ 


of the old, undivided Diocese of West China—for it was on October > 


18th, 1895, that Bishop Cassels was consecrated. As month followed _ 


month and fighting continued in Europe and Asia, even this hope 
seemed to fade, when the sudden coming of peace in East and West

A Archbishop Mowill had always said how much he hoped he would 


be able to pay a visit to Szechwan as soon as the war. was over, but — 


- we hardly dared to hope, as we sent him a cable telling him of our 


plans, that he would be able to be with‘as by October.

_ Immeditely we set to work to complete our arrangements. This 
was by no means easy for communications to-day are at their very 
worst, and plans had to be made and re-made as we learned that this 
road was unsuitable for a car and that road had all the bridges out 
and that brigands on some other road made it very unsafe. to travel. 
‘We had expected the Archbishop to come to Chengtu and that we 
would then take him to Paoning for celebrations in the diocese of — 
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Eastern Szechwan, returning later for the celebrations here in Western 
Szechwan. 


The Archbishop and Mr rs. Mowll had travelled from Sydney to 
Hong-kong on an aircraft carrier (thanks to the British Navy), from 


_., Hong-kong to Kunming on an R.A.F. plane (by courtesy of the 


R‘A.F.), and finally from Kunming to Chungking on an American 
plane (by kindness of the A.A.F.). October 19th found Bishop Song 
- and various representatives of Western Szechwan on the airfield 
waiting anxiously for the China National Airways plane to arrive. ‘All 
was ready to whisk the Archbishop and Mrs. Mowll to Kwangyuan 
by car and then float them gently down the river to Paoning. To our 
amazement, the Mowlls were not on the plane and we were just pre- 
paring to return dejectedly to the city when the pilot handed Bishop — 
Song a letter. The Generalissimo had lent a small plane and the 


 Mowlls had flown direct to Paoning. 


Although this meant that Western Sens would be unrepre- 
sented at the Paoning meetings, it solved wonderfully most of our 
travel problems. We heard later, when the Mowlls finally reached 


_ here, what a very small plane the small plane was. It could take but | 
one passenger and two trips were necessary to take the Archbishop 
and his wife to Paoning. Firmly wedged in the seat, with a cellophane © 


covering over his. head and shoulders, the Archbishop said he Knew 
at last exactly what it felt like to be sitting on air. | 


. Just one week later we were all on the airfield again, but only to 
be Mantnatated once more. Mrs. Mowll set out that day from. 
Paoning but, the weather proving difficult, the plane landed at Tung- 
chuan and later returned to Paoning. That was the Friday, and 
_ patience was beginning to wear thin and our programme look less ind’ 
. Jess like its original self, when Mrs. Mowll arrived on the Monday 
_ evening to our great relief and delight. She had landed at Tungchuan 
en. route once again and had indeed returned there for a second and 
third attempt before finally getting through to Chengtu. The Arch-

on our afternoon gathering. Bishop Song’s handling of the meeting 
was masterly and the sense of friendship and “ at-home-ness ” that all 
felt was largely due to him. Such a meeting was bound to be long,

- twas on the way from Mienchu to Mienyang via Tehyang that 
all the excitement occurred. We had hired a private car in Chengtu 
_ for the whole trip and had hoped it would prove a satisfactory one. 
Shortly after leaving Mienchu the battery fell out and smashed to 
pieces. How the mechanic put enough together with odd pieces of 
wire and string to make the car go at all is still a mystery, but go it 
did until they were well past Tehyang. There it seemed to give its 
last gasp and to have settled down permanently.

These carts, 
recently introduced on our West Szechwan roads, normally hold six 
‘people, so Bishop Song hailed the driver and asked if they could take 
them all on. Yes, they could, so Archbishop and Mrs. Mowll and | 
Bishop and Mrs. Song climbed in and isemags joyfully, or compara- 


_ tively joyfully, on their way. 


All went well till they reached a hill and there the Archbishop — 
decided to get out. He and Mrs. Mowll had only just got clear of the 
vehicle when the mule shied and bolted. Bishop Song and the original 
" passenger were immediately thrown out and almost run over.‘ As the 
- mule turned off into the field at the side, Mrs. Song dropped into the 
- bottom of the cart in case it should turn over.. The mule, however, 

turned back on to the road, just near the Mowlls. Mrs. Mowll tried 
to catch hold of the cart but was thrown \on the ground, hurting her 
arm and cutting her leg open: the Archbishop only just avoided being — 
run down; whilst the mule continued downhill at a furious gallop, 
shaking poor Mrs. Song till she was bruised all over. It is a miracle 
that nobody was really seriously injured, but eventuall e mule 
stopped and they ‘e e all able to collect together once again.
